REPORTED FAVORABLY T0 THE 
FULL COMMITTEE. 


DR. MCUNE WRITES A LETTER. 


The World's Fair Likely to Come to Noth- 
ing—An Illinois Congressman Who Is 
Breeding Enemies to It. 


WashiIneton, March 14.—[Special.]—The 
compound lard bill was today reported fayor- 
ably from the sub-committee to the full com- 
mittee on agriculture. It will be taken up by 
the full committee next week, and reported 
favorably to the house, where, it seems now, 
it is certain to pass. Another letter was read 
in the committee this morning from 
Dr. McCune, in which he - stated 
that he had been notified that there 
was ‘“‘strong opposition to the measure 
among the farmers’ alliance of the cotton sec- 
tion, and consequently my opinion is that the 
order is divided on the question.” He added 
that his advocacy of the bill was, however, 
personal. Today the southern men seem to 
have given up hope. Thay have made a com- 
plete canvass of the house, and find there is a 
decided majority in favor of the passage of the 
dill. They will, however, fight it to the end. 

THE WORLD’S FAIR, 

There is a muddle over the world’s fair bill, 
and it looks somewhat like there will be no 
fair after all. 

The opposition comes about in this way. 

The Chicago people are asking for two mil- 
lion dollars for the government exhibit. In 
this connection there is an interesting develop- 
ment. Mr. Cannon, of Dllinois, chairman of 
the appropriation committee, has recently 
been making strong resistance against the ex- 
travagant appropriations for public building. 
Now it comes out that the advocates of public 
buildings are preparing themselves to 
antagonize the world’s fair at 
Chicago, iff © Mr. Cannon doesn’t 
adopt a different attitude in regard to their 
public building bills. They argue that if the 
governinent is in such a financial pinch that it 
cannot, afford the necessary public buiPhings 
for its own use, it has not the money to spend 
for a great exhibit at a world’s fair in Chicago. 
Mr. Cannon has taken such a decided stand 
against publie building appropriations that he 
can hardly change tactics even for Chicago, 
consequently the Chicago men are very much 
agitated over the turn affairs have taken. 
‘They are now engaged in trying to patch up 
the difficulty. Chicago’s delay in taking any 
active steps towards getting up the show has 
caused a feeling here that she cannot handle 
it, and the whole thing might drop through 
yet.

FREMONT’S RETIREMENT. 


The House Considers the Bill for That Pur- 
pose. 


WASHINGTON, March 14.—Mr. Perkins, cf 
Kansas, in the house, stated that an erroneouS 
impression had gone out that, according to the 
provisions of the Oklahoma bill, passed yes- 
terday, the Cherokee outlet had been declared 
open to settlement under the homestead laws. 
Under the provisions of the bill, the Cherokee 
outlet was not open to settlement. The state- 
ment should have been that the public land 
strip, not the Cherokee outlet, had been opened 
to settlement. The Cherokee outlei, he said, 
was embraced within the limits of the new ter- 
ritory, but was not open to settlement under 
the homestead law. 

The house then went into committee of the 
whole, Lallen, of Michigan, in the chair. On 
private calendar. 

The bill anthorizing the president to retire 
General J. C. Fremont with the rank of major- 
general, was taken up, 

Mr. Kilgore, of Texas, offered an amend- 
ment for the retirement of General Fremont 
with the rank of brigadier gencral. 

Mr. Kilgore’s amendment was opposed by 
Messrs. Spinola Monseur, of Missouri; Wil- 
liams, of Ohio; Cutcheon, of Michigan, and 
Banks, of Massachnsetts, and was rejected—7 
to 116—and the bill was laid aside with a 
favorable recommendation. 

This, with several other bills, was subse- 
quently reported to the house, but no final ac- 
tion was taken, and at 5 o’clock the house 
took a recess until 8 o’clock, the evening ses- 
sion to be for the consideration of private pen- 
sion bills. 

The usual Friday evening routine was some- 
what enlivened tonight by a discussion of the 
bill granting a pension of $40 per month to 
Frances Denning, of Michigan, on the ground 
of blindness. This is one of the bills 
vetoed by President Cleveland. This 
bill and one other’ pension bill 
were reported from the committee of the 
whole to the house, but before action could 
be taken upon them Mr. Breckinridge, of Ken- 
tucky, movedan adjournment, which called 
for a vigorous protest from Mr. Perkins, of 
Kansas, and Mr. Allen, of Michigan against 
the action of gentlemen on the other side in 
defeating pension legislation. 

The hour of 10:30 having arrived, the house 
adjourned until tomorrow.

Mr. Cullom presented a resolution relative 
tothe death (on March 9, 1889) of Repre- 
sentative Townsend, of Lllinois, He pro- 
nounced an eulogium on the dead member 
and also named Messrs. Cox, Kelley, Nutting, 
of New York; Laird, of Nebraska, and Gray, 
of Iowa. Such occasions, he said, were solemn 
and the more often they occurred, the more 
solemn and startling they seemed. 

After feeling and appropriate remarks by 
Messrs. Vest, Hale and Jones, of Arkansas, 
the senate, as a further mark of respect, at 
8:35 adjourned until Monday.

THE RUSH FOR THE STRIP. 


Ten Thousand Settlers Already in the New 
Land. 
Kagysas Crry, Mo., March 14.—The Star’s 
Arkansas City, Kan., special says that since 
the news came last night that the 
Oklahoma Dill passed the house de- 
claring the Cherokee stri ublie 
domain, the city has been a scene of wild ex- 
citement, with mers in their excitement 
running-to and fro making preparations to 
Start at daybreak for the strip. Before the 
sun was up the whole city was wild and a con- 
tinuous stream of people, of every description, 
from the poorest stamp to the speculative real 
estate agent, men, women and children of 
a nationality has been pouring into the 
strip. 
At noon, the line of white covered prairioe 
schooners, beariug the joyous boomers, is still 
crawling through the town, and its end is not 
yet visible. News comes from the strip that 
the §cattle§ have Jalready been stampeded, 
frightened at the unusual scene, and have _ be- 
come unmanageable. The cattlemen are in 
great straits to know what to do with their 
stock, inasmuch as the force of men at their 
coinmand is as nothing before the irresistible 
stream. of immigration. At sundown, 10,000 
people will have entered the strip with the in- 
tention of staying there at all Bebe te and 
nothing short of the regular United States 
ariny can drive them from the Mecca towards 
which they have been struggling for so long. 
TWENTY THOUSAND WENT IN. 
ARKANSAS City, Kans., March 14.—‘‘On 
to the strip!’’ That was the signal for the in- 
vasion of Cherokee outlet by the anxious 
‘‘boomers,’’ who have been gathered on the 
border of the strip for the past forty-eight 
hours. All day long lines of canvass-covered 
prairie schooners, with their many _ crews, 
drew their tents into the coveted land. To- 
night it is estimated that from different points 
of eutrance, fully 20,000 people have passed the 
border, and half that number staked their 
claims. The strip is invaded. 


EDISON IN CHARLOTTE. 


He Has Some Experience With Land- 


sharks. 

CHARLOTTE. N. C., March 14.—[Special.]— 
Thomas A. Edison, the great electric wizzard, 
will return north next Monday, where he 
goes to arrange for a lot of mining machinery, 
with diamond drills, to be sent here with this 
machinery. He expects to make a thorough 
test of mines in this section. He expresses 
himself as well pleased with the outlook, 
but says he is rather surprised at 
the proporty owners in this section. ‘*For in- 
stance,’’ remarked the great inventor, ‘there 
is a tract of land near Charlotte that I wanted 
to buy. When I first came here it was offered 
me for thirty-three hundred dollars, but when 


| I concluded a day or two ago to buy the prop- 


erty I was astonished when told it would re- 
quire twenty-five thousand dollarsto pay for 
it.’”’ Mr. Edison says, moreover, that since he 
came here speculators have bonded nearly 
every mine in this section, and while the 
owners of many are perfectly willing 
to sell at a reasonable price,’ the 
parties to whom the mines are bonded 
refuse to surrender them, and want ten times 
the price demanded by the owners. Mr. Edi- 
son has visited eighty mines, and out of that 
number has selected and bonded four, which 
he proposes to test with his improved process 
and diamond drills. If these mines»come up 
to his expectations Mr. Edison says he will 
open np reduction werks here and go into the 
mining business on an extensive scale. Char- 
lotte will be his headquarters for several years.

A Grand Reception to the Ladies Last

Crarueston, 8. C., March 14.—The presi- 
dential party reached here shortly after 11 a. 
m. today. They were met at the station by 
the mayor of the city, the collector of the port, 
the postmaster and a committee of distin- 
guished citizens and escorted to their hotel. 
The stars and stripes and the state colors flut- 
tered to the breeze all over the city. They 
were taken to Fort Sumter and were shown 
around the harbor.

CAN’T GET AWAY. 


Ocean Steamships Delayed by the Liverpool 
Strike. 

New YorkK, March 14.—The agent of the 
Guion line of steamers, in this city, today re- 
ceived a cable dispatch stating that the Ari- 
zona would not sail from Liverpool on account 
of the strike. This strike is among the steve- 
dores and it affects all steamers sailing from 
Liverpool], as faras known. It is thought 
that this strike will extend all over the British 
islands, if not the whole of Europe. The strike 
has caused a good deal of excitement 
in trans-Atlantic steamship circles. None of the 
steamer can sail on the advertised time, as a 
consequence from Liverpool, All engagements 
for freight have been declared off and passage 
tickets called in and money refunded, or ar- 
rangements made for tickets to be- used at 
some future date. The Guion line has not 
had a ship in here for two weeks. The Inman 
lines, ‘City of Paris,’’ which arrived here 
Wednesday, hadahard time to get out of 
Liverpool.

THE SHORTAGE EXISTS 


BUT. TREASURER HEMINGWAY IS 
UNABLE 70 EXPLAIN IT; 


HE DID NOT TAKE THE MONEY, 


And Feels Sure That None of Those Under 
Him Took It—The Questions and 
Answers Before the Committee. 


JACKSON, Miss,, March’ 14.—[{Special.]— 
There is no longer any doubt about the deficit 
in the state treasury, as shown by the follow- 
ing examination of ex-Treasurer Hemingway 
before the legislative commitee: | 

Question—Does the, balance of $555,450.02 
which appears in your report for 1890 repre- 
sent the cash balance? | 

Answer—lIt was so intended. 

Question—Assuming that this amount does 
not represent tbe cash balance, do yeu know 
of any credits to which you are entitled before 
December 31, 1889, which were not given in 
your report ? 

Answer—My printed reports are intended to 
show all the credits to which I am entéied, 
but I feel sure they do not. Though I have 
not had the opportunity to ascertain where the 
errors be,as I have only had access to the 
books a few days since discovering the dis- 
crepancy between the balance charged against 
me and the cash in the treasury. 

Question—Please state to the committee 
what balance in cash you should account for on 
account of insurance deposits, and also state 
whether or not the insurance deposits wag in- 
cluded in the balance of $555,450.02. 

Answer—The insurance deposits were not 
included in the general balance of $555,450.02. 
I held on January 1, 1890, as cash to the credit 
of such deposits $100,000. Thereafter I took 
up and cancelled $55,000 of bonds held by me 
for depositing insurance companies, who took 
certificates showing the indebtedness of the 
state to that amount, and then I charged ‘my- 
self with $55,000 as cash received on account 
of such deposit. 

Question—State what amount of United 
States bonds or United States securities you 
should have delivered to your successor on ac- 
count of insurance deposits? 

Answer—$125,000 in United States bonds. 

Question—State the amount of Mississippi 
state bonds that should have been delivered to 
your successor on account of insurance depos- 
its. 
Answer—$120,000 state four per cent bonds. 

Question—If there are credits to which you 
are entitled, which do not ar wpon your 
report, please give a detai and itemized 
statement thereof, what funds, etc., including 
amount of cash delivered to your successor and 
other vouchers, which will effect the cash bal- 
ance. 

Answer—I paid my successor these amounts 
as cash, or representing cash as follows: Cash 
$255,323.90, warrants $15,074.95, five per cent 
coupons $233,000, six per cent coupons $19,182, 
four per cent bonds due January 1, 18990, 
$216,000; total $507,910.85. That part ofthe 
interrogatory relating to credits is answered 
in the answer to the second interrogatory. 

Question—State any other facts in yourpos- 
session which will shed any light upothe 


state, or which may be due you by the state. 

Answer—I did not keep the books of the 
treasury, and supposed they were kept cor- 
rectly, but when I discovered, in making my 
settlement with my successor, the immense 
discrepancy between the balance charged 
against me and the cash on hand, I was 
startled into the knowledge that the books or 
reports must be wrong, as I felt it was impos- 
sible that any such real shortage could exist, 
and I feel sure that a thorough investigation 
of the books and vouchers in connection with 
all the transactions of the office for the last 
fourteen years will show the large credits to 
which I am entitled, and which have 
not been credited tome. I know that the bal- 
ance shown against me by the books is false, 
for I know I have not taken the money, and 
am sure that Was not taken by any of my 
assistants. 

A CREDIT DISCOVERED. 

Except that it was discovered today by 
Treasurer Evans,that the late treasurer was en- 
titled to an additional credit of $19,000 on ac- 
count of Mississippi bonds paid and canceled 
during the four days that he was in office in 
January, the same having been heretofore in- 
advertently overlooked, which reduces the ap- 
parent liability from $334,612.19 to $315,612.19, 
there is nothing further in the treasury matter 
except the very interesting answers of ex- 
Treasurer Hemingway given above.

THE MINISTRY RESIGNS. 


President Carnot Persuades Tirard to Ke- 
main in Awhile. 

Parts, March 14.—The adverse action of 
the senate yesterday on Prime Minister 
Tirard’s demand for the adoption of the order 
of the day, when the matter of a commercial 
treaty with Turkey was brought up, has 
caused the downfall of the entire ministry. An 
enterpolation was submitted during yester- 
day’s sitting regarding the treaty, and in re- 
sponse to this M. Tirard moved the adoption 
of the order of the day. The 
Senate by a majority of seventy-six re- 
fused to adopt M. Tirard’s motion, which 
was tantamount to a refusal{to vote confi- 
dence in the government. 

M. Tirard then tendered his resignation to 
President Carnot, but the latter persuaded him 
to remain in office until after Easter. 

A cabinet meeting was held today to discuss 
the situation, at which M. Tirard reconsidered 
his determination to resign, and after the 
meeting was over he went to the palace .of 
Elysee, President Carnot’s residence, and 
tendered the resignation of all members of his 
cabinet. 


THE RUSSIAN SIDE 
Of the Story of Outrages in the Political 
Prisons of Siberia. 

Lonpon, March 14.—A St. Petersburg dis- 
patch to the Times says: The administrator of 
prisons, comparing Lansdell’s and Kennan’s 
published accounts of Russian prisons, said 
the latter’s modus operandi was bound to prove 
unfavorable to any country because he derived 
his information from dissatisfied inmates of 
the prisons. The administrator admitted that 
the prisons were overcrowded, buthe said the 
government was doing its best to effect the 
needed reforms. 

Aun official interviewed by the correspondent 
regarding the report of outrages practically 
admitted that the facts were as reported, but 
he contended that Kennan and others ethera- 
lized the nihilist women out of all recognition 
in their books. Every ordinary traveller in 
Siberia suffers hardship. The exiles bring 
trouble upon themselves, being excitable and 
intractable, in regard to flogging for slapping 
an Official’s face, that is a frequent offense and 
an example was necessa The struggle with 
the soldiers was provoked by the prisoners 
drawing revolvers and wounding several of 
the soldiers. Itis thought this trouble will 
do away with the privilege of exiles being 
allowed to retain their revolvers. 


The Behring’s Sea Dispute. 


Lonpon, March 14.—Lord Salisbury in the 
house of lords today gave notice of a motion 
approving the report of the Parnell commis- 
sion and thanking the judges for their just and 
impartial conduct. 

n the house of commons today, Sir James 
Ferguson, under foreign secretary, responding 
to a question as to the position of the Behring 
sea negotiations declined to say anything until 
he should be able to communicate to the house 
such information as might be imparted with- 
out detriment. 


They Hold Their Own. 

Lonpon, March 14.—An election was held at 
Stoke-upon-Trent today to fill the parliament- 
ary seat made vacant by the resignation of W. 
Leatham Bright. The poll resulted in the re- 
turn of Gawer, the Gladstonian candidate, 
who received 4,157 votes against 2,926 for Allen, 
the unionist nominee. In the election of 1885, 
Bright, who stood as a home ruler, received 
3,255 votes, and Corser, conservative, 2,093.

Berwin, March 14,—It is stated that Prince 
Bismarck has asked Herr Wendthorst, clerical 
leader, to give his support to startling finance 
and military proposals which the government 
will soon lay before the reichstag. 


TOPICS OF TRADE. 


Review of Business of the Past Week—Fluc- 
tuations of Prices. 

NEw York, March 14.—R. G. Dun & Co’s. 
weekly review of trade says: There was not 
enough winter to make good the losses sustained 
by the restricted demand for seasonable goods, or 
to prevent one considorable failure caused by ar- 
rested distribution and collections, but the colder 
weather helped a- little in many branches 
of trade while it lasted. Now the _ great 
floods in the Mississippi valley interferes with the 
distribution and threatens serious disasters. On 
the other hand the money market has been re- 
lieved by the treasury disbursements, by another 
reduction in rate by the Bank of Engiand, and by 
a fall of three-quarters of a cent in the 
rate of _ sterlin exchange. The  vol- 
ume of business continues extraordinarily large; 

‘ew York's clearings exceeded last year’s by five 
per cent; at Boston by six percent; at Philadel- 
phia by sixteen per cent; at Chicago by seventeen 

r cent, and at all other points by fifteen per cent 
fhe increase in railroad earnings for February 
was about 124% per cent. It is difficult, at times, 
to reconcile these proofs of large business with 
ee of disappointment so often heard, 
uniess it is remembered that prices are low and 
the margin for profits yery narrow. 

THE IRON TRADE. 

The weekly output of furnaces in blast March 1, 
was 180,991 tons, against 174,038 January 1, and 
149,775 ayear ago. To many this further increase of 
over four per cent for the month will seem sur- 
prising, but it was aunounced a month ago that 
several large furnaces were about to go into blast. 
With production @xceeding that of a year ago, 
more than twenty — cent,and already at the rate of 
9,400,000 tons yearly. The tone of the market has 
been weaker and prices have again declined. A 
reduction of $1.50 in the price of Birmingham 
iron, so that itis now offered in the eastern mar- 
kets fifty cents below similar iron from Pennsyl- 
vania, compels the sellers to make concessions, 
and causes anervous and disappointed feeling. 
Rails are quoted half a dollar lower, and one lot is 
said to be for sale at $3. The de- 
mand for bar iron is _ better, but on 
the whole there is as yet a lack of evidence that 
the country can consume at the rate it is now pro- 
ducing pig iron, and lower prices are apprehended. 
Reports from other cities indicate some improve- 
ment in the voluime of trade, where a change is no- 
ticed. 

THE MONEY MARKET. 

No change of consequence op rates has occurred 
in the New York money market, though the treas- 
ury has paid ont $1,000,000 more than it has 
taken in. Exports of common  bread- 
stuffs and oil for February were in 
value $39.217,868 against ag Ratt yy last year, a 
gain of seventeen per cent, largely due to doubied 
exports of wheat and flour. But ior two weeks of 
March. the exports from New York have fallen 
below last year’s nearly two per cent, while im- 
ports increase. speculative markets for 
products have been little stronger, excepting for 
oil, which has dropped three cents. eat and 

ornare half a cent higher; coffee a quarter 

igher, and pork products a little stronger. But 
specu’ation 1s not rampant, and is likely to be 
restrained for the month by fear of tight money. 

Business failures occurring throughont the 
country during last week, number for the United 
States 217, Canada thirty-five; total 252, com- 
pared with 260 last week.

TERRIBLE ACCIDENT BE- 
FELL THEM. 


A MASS OF EARTH COMES DOWN 


And Buries a Crowd of Workmen Who 


Were Engaged in Removing a Large 
Reck from ai Track. 


CUMBERLAND, Md., March 14.—A huge rock 
rolled down the mountainside today and fell 
upon the West Virginia Central railroad track 
in a cut between Chaffee and Blaine, forty 
miles west of this city. A work train with a 
crew of thirteen men wasdispatched to clear 
she track. A large cable was placed around 
the rock and attached to the engine that it 
might be dragged from the cut. All was 
nearly ready and the men were 
making the final adjustment of the rope 
when a great mass of earth came rushing down 
upon them from tk. steep mountain side, 
overwhelming seven of the men. Two were 
dead when taken out. one has died since, and 
three were seriously and perhaps fatally 
injured. Two ofthe killed and two of the 
injured were Italians. One of the dead and 
one injured were citizens of the neighborhood. 
The obstruction delayed trains several hours.

Run Down at a Little Country Church While 
Preparing to Preach. 

Huntsvinxk, Ala., March 14.—[{Special.]—

who is charged with violating the postal laws 
while postmaster at Dutton’s store, Jackson 
county, Als., about five yearsago.

FOR KILLING HIS BROTHER. 


The Execution of Bob Rains at Somer- 
ville. 

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., March 14.—[Special.]— 
At Somerville, Morgan county, today, Bob 

tains, white, was hung for the murder of his 

brother, Rev. George Rains. The execution 
took place in the jail yard, and was without 
special incident. The crime for which Rains 
was executed was a sensational one. 

On January 4, 1889, he murdered his brother, 
who was a prominent Baptist minister, in 
Morgan county. The two brothers had been 
attending court at Somerville, and were riding 
home together. Late that night the minister’s 
horse reached home without his rider. A 
search was made and the dead body of Rains 
was found by the roadside. | He had been 
stabbed to the heart with a pocket knife. Bob 
Rains was arrested, and in time confessed the 
crime. He claimed that he quarrelled with 
his brother about some property they owned; 
a fight resulted and he did the killing in self- 
defense. The murdered man was very popular 
and an attempt was made to lynch the mur- 
derer soon after his arrest, but it failed on ac- 
count of the jail being strongly guarded. 

Ives’s Bail Reduced. 

New York, March 14.—By the consent of 
the counsel forall parties interested, Judge 
Andrews, of the supreme court, today reduced 
the bail of Henry S. Ives and his partner, 
George Staynor, to $5,000 each in civil suits 
fortwoanda quarter million dollars, upon 
which they are held in Ludlow street jail. It 
is said they have secured a deed of settlement 
froin ninety-five per cent of their creditors on a 
basis of five cents on the dollar. If they secure 
the reduced bail they will have to furnish bail 
in the criminal action, or be transferred to the 
Toombs prison.

FILLING UP THE GAP. 

Captain J. Pinckney Smith, of the States, 
who is at the convent, telegraphs his paper ag 
follows: Major Edwards, general manager of 
the Louisville, New Orleans and Texas rail 
road, is at the break, three miles above this 
piace, with a large force of men.

A TEMPORARY LEVER. 

The condition of affairs on the river front 
this morning is much more satisfactory than 
at the same time yesterday. The city author. 
ities, aided by the railroads, have strengthened 
the weak places inthe levee, and have con. 
structed a temporary levee of bags filled with 
earth, from St. Louis jo Hospital streets, and 
at other points, but from St. Louis street to 
Canal, where so much water came in yestere 
day, nothing has yet been done. The ci 
authorities will, however, continne the wor 
of constructing a temporary levee along the 
river front until the city is secure from over- 
flow, even with a still higher tide of river. 

The levees in this section are injured more 
just now by the wind and weather than by 
the tlood. Today the wind was blowing from 
the north and attained a velocity of thirty 
miles an hour. Ordinarily a north wind 
carries the river water out to sea, but today’s 
storm has apparently had but little effect upon 
the river. The water flowinginte the city 
from the river today has not been sufficient te 
flood the streets at any point, though the 
strains at Brenville, Conti and St, Louig 
streets were filled all the afternoon. Between 
Julia and Girod streets the wateris running 
over the Louisville and Naslrville tracks, but 
traffic has not been interfered with. On the 
Algiers side of the river the streets are clear 
of water, and no apprehension of danger is 
felt there.

THE HALL CASE 


WEFORE THE UNITED STATES COURT 
IN MACON. 


A Remarkable State of Affairs Disclosed in 
the Contested Land District—What 
the Witnetses Have to Say. 


Macon, Ga., March 14.—[Special.]—The 


“hearing in the case brought by Norman W. 


Dodge vs. L. A. Hall, of Eastman, for con- 
tempt of court, was resumed this morning. 
There was some argument on the admissibility 
of certain letters and testimony which were 
very damaging to the defendant. One letter 
in particular, that reflected severely on the 
defendant, was not admitted. The evi- 
fence today was_ interesting. Among 
the witnesses was Mr. Forsyth, one of the 
managers of the Normandale Lnmber com- 
yany. He testified in substance, as follows: 

“Am the outside manager of Mr. Dodge’s 
interst in the section about Eastman, and 
Dodge county. I am continually having 
trouble with-sqatters on these lands. They 
generally locate in the corner of four lots, and 
claim the whole of each. We have clear title 
to this land. The courts of the counties are 
full of cases against such parties, and 
I find it best to remove them by paying 
money instead of by legal procedure. A few 
months ago I learned of two lots that had 
been settled on by Witnesses Wilkerson and 
Mullis. I got them to my oftice, Itold them 
they had ne rights to those lots. They said 
they had made certain improvements on them 
and thought they ought to be paid for the 
same. The improvements were not worth the 
amount but I paid them $150 for 
them as an excuse to get 
them off the lots, and secure possession of the 
deeds. I recognize the deedin court. The 
writing is that of L. JA. Hall. I can 
swear he wrote the deed. I believe he signed 
the names of Wm. Smith, the drawer, and 
Johnson, who witnessed it. I cannot find 
such people in that section. I believe they 
are fictitious. Mr. Dodge's interest represents 
about $400,000 in Jands, mills, etc. We have 
been continually troubled during the past two 
years with such occurrences. 

‘*‘Whiie surveying a railroad through our 
woods for the purpose of hauling logs, I was stop- 
ped by a band of men armed with guns. They 
orderdd me to stop. Istopped. A few days 
Jater I paid them $100 and proceeded with the 
work. At another time a tree was cut across 
our track, at the foot of a hill, and came very 
near causing a serious accident. Their depre- 
dations are frequent and very troublesome. 
We have had over $1,000 worth of 
saws ruined by spikes being driven into 
logs. We find that by paying 
out a little money we can get along better than 
going into court. Itis our only remedy for 
stopping such outrages. These outrages have 
become so serious of late that we have enter- 
tained the idea of shutting down the mills 
and ceasing operations.”

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In 1849 New Orleans hada startling warn- 
ing of her danger from the flood. In that 
year the watcr rushed into the city and sub- 
merged about half of it. 

Since that time various safeguards have 
been adopted. The streets have been raised, 
new levees have been built, and the old ones 
have been improved. How inadequate all 
this work is has been shown by the disasters 
of the present week. 

The invasion of New Orleans by the flood 
isa calamity. ‘The waters will recede, but 

the hot spring sun will make the overflowed 
district. reek with poisonows exhalations. If 
an epidemic follows it will surprise nobody. 

In building the levees along the Missis- 
sippi people have provided against just such 
floods as they have known in the past. This 
isa mistake. They should be on their guard 
against something more destructive. For 
thousands of square miles drained by the 
Mississippi the forests are rapidly disappear- 
ing, and every year we may expect the rains 
and melting snow to cause overflows unpre- 
cedented in the past. 

Without plenty of money, labor and scien- 
tific engineering the lower Mississippi valley 
is doomed. In other lands the causes now 
at work in this country have produced fleods 
that swept away cities and left vast tracts of 
once habitable territory permanently sub- 
merged. In the lower valley of the Amazon 
thousands of square miles are under water, 
and boats that stray from the track of the 
river some times float for weeks among the 
forests that lift their heads above this vast 
inland sea. 

The dwellers along the Mississippi cannot 
hope to escape a similar fate unless they 
promptly obtain sufficient state and federal 
aid to build and keep in repair the most ex- 
tensive and costly system of levees ever seen. 
The flood of this week is only a foretaste of 
what is to come. 

As the Mississippi is a national highway, 
the general government will sooner or later 
make an attempt to regulate it and keep it 
within bounds. No time should be lost. In 
another generation it may be too late. It 
will be dangerous to wait ten or a dozén 
years. A phenomenal rainfall may at any 
time cause a wholesale destruction of life 
and property, and result in the loss of various 
cities and towns and a tract of productive 
land equal in extent to the largest of our 
states. The disaster of this season is a 
warning that should be heeded.

Town and Country. 

‘‘Man made the town, but God made the 
country.’’ 

Perhaps this is the reason why the two 
are always more or less antagonistic. 

Nomatter how much we strive to unite 
the two, they have different ideas, different 
policies, and are threatened with different 
civilizations. 

Our towns are not too numerous, but they 
have grown toorapidly. They have ab- 
sorbed too much of the wealth of the coun- 
try, and they have exerted too much in- 
dence upon ‘the legislation of the republic. 

To show how radically the conditions of 
the towns and the country differ, the Chi- 
cago Herald calls attention to the fact that 
the carpenters of Chicago and New York 
have made terms with their bosses for the 
coming season at the rate of forty and fifty 
cents per hour for a day’s work of eight 
hours. Now, the farm hands in the east 
get only about fifty cents a day, and con- 
siderably less in the west and south, while 
their day’s work is from daylight to dark. 

This is a big difference. Yet the carpen- 
ter and farmer are both skilled laborers. 
They are masters of trades which require the 
use of tools. But the carpenters and other 
skilled laborers in the towns belong 
to trades unions, and are prepared to 
strike when they are dissatisfied. Out 
in the country _ skilled laborers on 
farms are in no condition to strike, and 
the nature of their occupation makes a 
long day’s work necessary. Another point 
is worthy of consideration. The farm own- 
ers say that they pay as much as they can 
afford, and their hands very generally admit 
that such is the case. 

The difference between wages in the towns 
and in the country is seen in the respective 
profits of professional and business men-and 
the employing classes. The millionaires 
and people of large fortunes live in the 
tewns; the people in the country are in 
moderate circumstances. We are speaking 
of property owners. Of course, when it 
comes to downright poverty, there is more 
of it in the towns than in the country. But 
this does not change the fact that the rule is 
high pay and big fortunes in the towns and 
low wages and diminishing estates in the 
country. 

Our Chicago contemporary takes a gloomy 
view of the outlook. It thinks that 
this difference in wages and fortunes will 
make two civilizations necessary for the

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region. Already some thoughtful farmers 
see a remedy in the diversification of their 
products, and they are beginning to raise 
other things besides corn and wheat. Some- 
thing more, however, will be needed. The 
whole financial system of the country in our 
national banks is in the interests of the busi- 
ness men of the towns, and directly against 
the interests of land owners, most of whom 
reside in the country. ‘The government, in 
a financial sense, bas practically outlawed 
land, making it worthless as_ security 
when its owner has dealings with the bank. 
Until congress rights this great wrong the 
farmers will labor under a grievous disad- 
vantage, because they are thrown upon the 
mercies of the money lenders, and as mat- 
ters now stand money is always tight during 
the planting season and easy enough to 
cause low prices when the crops are market- 
ed in the fall. 

With a judicious diversification of pro- 
ducts, and an amended banking system re- 
moving the brand of financial outlawry from 
land, the farmers of the country will soon 
be able to place themselves upon a better 
footing. Weean hope for no genuine and 
far-reaching reform until we move in this 
direction.

The Wood-Foraker Forgery. 


in’ the forgery business by Foraker, has 
made a clean breast of the whole matter toa 
correspondent of the New York World.

He had the signatures, but didn’t know 
what to do with them. Matters were in 
this shape, when Lew Hadden, a well-known 
republican, having intimate relations with 
Foraker, again told Wood that they must 
have a document to bluff Ben Butterworth 
with, and he furthermore remarked to Wood, 
“if you can’t get it, get something like it.’’ 

This was Wood’s cue, and he immediately 
went to work and procured the document 
which Editor Halstead gave to the public 
with such a flourish. Before the document 
was printed, Wood, in company with Charles 
Collins, of Cincinnati, met Foraker coming 
out of the Commercial Gazette office. ‘I 
have been having a talk with Halstead about 
those fellows,”’ said Foraker. ‘You didn’t 
say anything about that paper?’’ exclaimed 
Wood. The governor then called Wood 
aside, just as the latter added, so that Col- 
lins could hear him, ‘‘You know that it was 
not got up for that purpose, and is not to be 
hinted at in any way, shape or form in the 
newspapers.”’ 

Wood says that the most important parts 
of his testimony, which he was prepared to 
give before the senate investigation commit- 
tee, was choked off by adjournments caused 
by wrangles. He would have been glad for 
Foraker to cross-examine him, but that wily 
politician was too sharp for that, 

There is nothing very new in Wood’s con- 
fession-—nothing that the public has not all] 
along suspected, but it will serve to clinch 
the nails in Foraker’s political coftin.

About an Article that Appeared in The 
Constitution. 


Hon. Frank W. Hall, member of the legis- 
lature from Lumpkin county, isin Aslanta on 
business. A reporter of THE CONSTITUTION 
encountered him on the street, or rather, he 
encountered the reporter with the remark ;

Another man 
wanted to know if it was true that southern 
people killed all the republicans that they 
could get their hands on. Now Tur Constr- 
TUTION’S posing me asa northern man who 
was doing well in this section, seems to have 
attracted a great deal of attention among the 
northern cranks, and it would amuse you to 
see some of their absurd letters, but for every 
one of this character that I received, I got 
a dozen sensible letters of inquiry from 
northern men, who are looking with interest 
toward the south. My mail has been heavy 
with letters, from Maine to California. I was 
astonished at the circulation of your weekly, 
in which the article was published, as it was 
alsoin the Sunday Constitution. I knew 
the weekly had an immense circulation, but I 
did not know that it was so generally dis- 
tributed in the north and west. I have dili- 
gently answered ever letter asking for infor- 
mation, and have no doubt but that much 
good will come from the correspondence.”

The Market Commission Will Be Asked to 
70 to Work.

These three gentlemen compose the market 
committee of the general council.

That commission is composed ofCaptain 
George B. Forbes, Dr. Joseph Jacobs, Mr. T.

lease the city would be allowed to purchase the 
property at the original cost. This proposi- 
tion, I understand, was made to the council 
but nothing was done, and that is where 
the matter now stands. The same syndicate 
offered to put upon the same terms another 
public market on the other side of the city. I 
think the location selected was on the block 
bounded by Luckie, Forsyth, James and 
Spring streets.’’

A PRISONER KILLED. 


A MUONSHINER THROWS A BOTTLE 
_ AT ANOTHER. 


Mark but Crashes Against 
Head of a Negro Boy— 
He Dies from the Wound. 


It Misses Its 
the 


Fulton county jail furnished a tragedy yes- 
terday. 

One prisoner killed another. 

Claude Waters, a fourteen-year-old negro boy 
is the dead person, and John O’Keefe is the 
name of the moonshiner who struck the fatal 
blow. 

The killing was an accident. 

Abut ten days ago, as printed in Tur Con- 
STITUTION, a fracas arose in the moonshiners’ 
ward at the county jail, and the prisoners 
among themselves made things lively for a 
short time. 

During the melee, O'Keefe got hold of an 
empty soda water bottle. This he hurled with 
great force at another moonshiner at the other 
side of the yard. 

The bottle missed its aim, but struck with 
full force against the head of Tony Waters, 
who was at the time standing near by. 

His head was crushed in by the blow and he 
fell to the ground senseless. He was picked 
up and carried into the sick ward. 

Dr. Boring, the county physician, was sent 
for. He dressod the wound, but at the time 
gave it as his opinion that the boy could not 
recover, 80 severe was the wound inflicted. 

Waters did not rally from the injury, but 
has been sinking slowly all the time since he 
was hurt. 

Yesterday morning he was so low as to be 
beyond hope. 

Dr, Boring notified Judge Richard H. Clark 
of his condition, stating thatin his jndgment 
it was only a question of hours when the boy 
would die. The doctor recommended that he 
be taken from the jail to the hospital. 

Judge Clark at once complied with Dr. Bor- 
ing’s suggestion, and issned an order directing 
that Waters be removed to Providence infirm- 
ary. 
City Warden Hunter was called in, and 
with his aid the wounded prisoner was taken 
to the infirmary on Ivy street. 

The removal did not improve his condition 
and he sank dapidly. 

Late yesterday afternoon the boy died from 
the effects of the wound inflicted by the bottle 
which had been thrown by John O’ Keefe. 

Waters was in jail awaiting trial at the next 
term of the superior court on the charge of at- 
tempt to rape.

THE STOCK MARKET. 
The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

New York, March 14.—The stock market today 
was quiet, except during the first half hour’s 
trading, and speculations were generally confined 
tothe professional element, resulting in small 
fluctuations and no material change Ior the day 
outside of afew specialties. Both sides in the 
market were evidently waiting for the appearance 
of the bank statement tomorrow. In the market 
this morning the influence of the decline of yes- 
terday afterdoon was still uppermostmost, add the 
opening was well and feverish at small fractions 
of concessions from last evening’s figures. Re- 
ports in regard te Chicago Gas are that yesterday's 
drop was engineered in the interest of would-be 
buyers, and that the special com- 
mittee of the Chicago council meets to- 
morrow to consider a motion for 
the repea! of the city ordinance against the trust: 
The declaration of the usual dividend on New York 
Central with the fact that the report for the quar- 
ter shows a surplus of $14,000 against a deficit of 
$325,000 for the same quarter last year, gave an 
impetus to the buying of Vanderbilts and Lake 
Shore became more active at advancing figures 
aided by the recent reports of the road’s heavy 
tonnage. In the afternoon Coal 8°0-ks were pushed 
up and a spurt of one per cent in Reading re- 
sulted, although the improvement was not 
all held. The only really weak spot in the list was 
Tennessee Coal, which in early trading made one 
of its famous drops, and after opening two per 
cent down at 5114, it fellaway, rapidly to 46, the 
decline being accomplished one per cent at time 
on execution of numerous stop orders. At the 
lowest point supporting orders appeared, and a 
rally to 48 was had. It later declined to 47%, but 
afterward fluctuated between 48 and 49, for the 
remainder of the day. Sugar refineries were fairly 
active again, with considerable selling.

THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


Features of the Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Provisions, 

CHICAGO, March 15.—Wheat—Quite a large 
business was transacted and the feeling was ner- 
vous, particularly so during the early part of the 
session. The market was very sensitive and 
yielded readily to the bullinfluences. The opening 
was rather excited, and 44@% cent higher for 
May, ruled easier and declined %4@% cent, sold up 
l, cent, then fell back % cent, again advanced and 
cics>d 4% of a cent higher than yesterday.

A prominent local trader was 
reported as having sold considerable wheat at top 
prices. The weather bureau again predicted cold 
weather, and this, toa considerable extent, stim- 
ulated buying, espeq@jally “shorts,” who were 
rather nervous at the ease with which the market 
responded to the buying of the past day or two. 
Some reports of damage to crops were again re- 
ceived from Tennessee, Kentucky and Michigan. 
The [llinois state department of agriculture re- 
ported the Fultz variety of wheat in central and 
southern [llinois as having been damaged. - The 
reported inquiry for export both here and at the 
seaboard had some effect on the market. 

Corn ruled quiet a greater part of the session, 
nothing new of importance being developed, and 
values showed little change compared with yester- 
day. Operations were almost exclusively local, 
and the feeling prevailing was firm, The market 
opened at yesterday’s closing prices, was steady 
for a time, then advanced a little, became strong, 
closing 44@'4¢ higher than yesterday. 

Oats were traded in toa moderate extent, and a 
quict and steady feeling prevailed, A prominent 
operator was a liberal seller, and accommodated 
all buyers who appeared and prevented marked 
fluctuations in prices. Prices for March were bid 
up \%&c, but enly a few saies were made.

On Monday morning I 
started my teams, and when they got’ there 
they had to pay one dollor and eighty cents 
for storage. his isa hardship to the people 
that live at a distance from the railroad. The 
schedule of charges ought to be so arranged 
that the people remote from the railroad 
depots should have time receive the usual 
notice in due course of the mail,and then 
have time to travel to the depot. 
This being allowed, we would not 
object to the forty-eight’ hour _provis- 
ion.

HE WOULDN’T SELL. 


Suit Brought to Compell Mr. J. M. Farra 
to Sell Certain Property. 

An interesting suit over Fulton county land 
was brought in the superior court yesterday. 

Mr. Pat Calhoun filed a bill to compel John 
M. Farrar to convey by deed to him 2024 acres 
of land in Blackhall district upon payment of 
$55 an acre. 

The plaintiff claims that on February 26th 
last, through Mr. H. L. Woodward as _ his 
agent, he agreed to purchase of the defendant 
2024 acres of ground near West End, in land 
lot 154, at a contract price of $55 an acre. He 
conducted his negotiations through the At- 
lanta Real Estate exchange, as the authorized 
agents of Mr. Farrar. It is further set forth 
that Mr. Woodward paid, as a guarantee of 
good faith, $500, but that the defendant now 
refuses to receive the balance of the purchase 
money or to comply with his agreement to sell 
the property, in accordance with the contract 
between himself and the Atlanta real estate 
exchange, in whose hands he had placed the 
sale of the property. 

The bill has attached to it a copy of the con- 
tract between the Real Estate exchange and 
Mr. Farrar, which was in force when the trade 
was made between that firm, as agents, and Mr. 
H. L. Woodward, as agent for Mr. Calhoun. 
A receipt showing the payment of the $500 
guarantee was also attached. 

Mr. Calhoun avers that he had tendered the 
balance of the purchase money to the defen- 
dant, but he positively refused to accept it, 
and denied the right of the real estate exchange 
to consummate the sale, notwithstanding he 
had given them power of attorney to do so. 

The property in litigation lies on the line of 
the proposed belt road, and itis understood 
that Mr. Farrar’s unwillingness to sell was due 
to that.

CAR WORKS. 


Street Cars and Electric Cars—How Nature 
Fayors the South—Immense Pro- 
portions of the Business. 


The Atlauta car works already haye more 
orders than they can fill. A big order had to 
be declined because the cars were wanted 
within ninety days. 

Orders for street cars are in, and before the 
summer is over Atlanta made cars will be on 
the streets of the city. The d90mpany is pre- 
pared to make either horse, dummy or electric 
cars equal toany in America, or Europe either, 
for that matter. 

One inquiry shows the tremendous volume 
of the fruit and truck business done in Geor- 
gia. A transportation company in the south- 
ern part of the state wants 800 to 1,000 refrig- 
erator cars. Here alone is an investment of 
three-quarters of a million dollars to move the 
fruit and vegetable crop, not to speak of the 
ventilators the Georgia road will put on to 
move watermelons. 

Mr. Pat Calhoun says the Central and other 
lines he is interested in will largely increase 
their rolling stock and general facilities, 
Such a demand for cars was never before 
known in the history of the country. The 
railroads, not being able to get cars made as 
fast as they need them, have largely listed the 
cars of outside corporations known as car 
trusts, paying a moderate mileage in order to 
handle business for which their own rolling 
stock was not adequate. 

These car trusts of late have revived some 
curious speculations. Mr. Olive, the man with 
a bill, thinks the time will come when rolling- 
stock and road beds will be controlled 
separately, like vehicles and turnpikes. 

His idea is that the railroads will become 
public highways, owned like some turnpikes, 
by corporations, who charge toll for the use of 
the roadbed, and leta man come and go as he 
pleases. In this way he thinks competition 
will come tothe local stations, between dif- 
ferent trainson the same track, like rival 
steamboats on a river. 

The immediate difticulty that suggests itself 
is that the matter of schedniles would be 
troublesome with Tom, Dick, and Harry 
running trains over the road.

The car trusts are giving some trouble of 
late by their listing inferior cars. A weak car 
endangers not only the $500 invested in it, but 
jeopordizes also the whole train, and worth 
say, $25,000, and the lives of the crew beside. 

The trust get am average rate per box cars 
and, of course, desire to get that revenue 
on as small an investment as_ possible. 

This has led them some times to buy cars too 
cheap. The railroads of course object to this, 
and a little experience will adjust the matter 
so that railroads will refuse to list cars that fall 
under certain standard specifications. 

There are a great many interesting things 
about the building of cars. The builders 
usually insure the wheels for so many miles of 
travel. In this country they guarantee car 
wheels for 30,000 to 60,000 miles. This guaranty 
is modified somewhat by climate. In 
the cold north west, where the 
temperature goes way down below zero the 
crystalization is greater, and the wheels and 
axles break with less strain. A broken axle 
or a broken railisa rare thing at the south, 
but a common occurrence in the frigid north. 
Nature makes a great discrimination in favor 
of the southern roads. 

The metal used in making wheels is a char- 
coal iron, known as “car wheel iron.’’ 
Coke iron is not wanted. Here nature 
favors the heavily timbered regions of north 
Georgia and Alabama, which are beginning to 
develop the charcoal] iron business on a greater 
scale than ever.

The Street Car Business. 

The street car business has grown up since 
1830. Now there are 3,500 miles of track, 28,- 
000 cars, and 125,000 horses, carrying 1,500,- 
000,000 passengers a year. The investment is 
about $200,000,000. Since these statistics were 
compiled last September, there has been an 
enormous increase. In Atlanta, for instance, 
the mileage of the Fulton street railway is not 
included. This adds thirty-three per cent to 
the mileage of the city. There are 20,500 rail- 
Way passenger cars and 28,000 street cars, but 
the passengers on street cars are three times as 
many as on railroads. 

In an address before the Electric Light 
association, Mr. Mansfield says: ‘‘All forms of 
street transit but the latest have bitten the 
dust, and electricity shows a sturdy and vig- 
orous growth that will inevitably result in its 
complete supremacy.’’ 

The street railways now have 575 miles— 
about one-sixth of the whole—and of this 
track, two-thirds was laid last year. 

With an eye to this, the Atlanta Car com- 
pany has _ arranged to build _ street 
cars, including electric cars. They 
will build the cars and attach 
any motor desired. Before the summer is out, 
we will see Atlanta street cars in a number of 
southern cities. and among them some hand- 
some electric motors. The car costs about 
$1,250, and the motor about $3,000 more. 

Mr. Peck says the Atlanta car works will 
build only the best freight cars. They wil] not 
do any of the cheap work so much used by the 
car trusts. The best box cars, he says, will 
cost $600 to $800. 

The works will turn out five or six carsa 
day, but this does not mean that only five or 
six will be laid out at atime. The plan is to 
lay out a large number of cars and carry them 
forward systematically, arranging the work so 
that five or six will be turned out every day. 

In the construction an iinmense amount of 
Georgia pine will be used, the box cars being 
made entirely of that wood. 


The Money Brought Here. 


The works will employ about one hundred 
and fifty men at first, but will be pushed to 
their full capacity of ten cars a day, with three 
hundred hands. This contemplates a pay roll 
of $2,500 or $3,000 a week, or $125,000 to $150,- 
000. a year, all of which will be distributed in 
Atlanta. Thelarge sums spent for lumber 
will go to Georgia miils,and the still larger 
sum paid out for wheelsiand trucks will go to the 
nearest and best worksin the Piedmont region, 
probably all worksin north Georgia and in 
Alabama not many miles from the line. This 
item is nearly half the cost of the car and the 
1,500 cars made the first year would give some- 
thing like $200,000 worth of work to car wheel 
works in the Piedmont region.
